Replying  to  your  letter  of  March  25,  1959 


Investigation  discloses  the  fact  that  the  alley  referred  to  in  BO  #183-58 
and  being  the  first  alley  south  of  Dalgren  Avenue  has  never  been  developed  for 
use  east  of  the  1st  alley  east  of  Clinton  Street.  The  alley  is  largely  brush 
grown  and  in  places  there  are  trees  as  large  as  12"  or  14'*  in  diameter  in  the 
right-of-way.  Some  of  the  property  owners  have  extended  their  well-kept  lawns 
into  the  alley  and  most  of  them  have  side  drives  on  their  property.  Garbage  and 
refuse  collection  is  made  on  Dalgren  and  Dunwood  Street. 


With  these  facts  in  mind  consideration  might  be  given  to  the  vacation  of 
this  alley  between  the  first  alley  east  of  Clinton  and  the  westward  property-line 
of  Canal  Terrace.  With  this  vacation  an  easement  through  to  Swanson  Blvd.  could 
be  retained  for  any  future  need. 


Should,  however,  it  be  decided  to  retain  the  alley,  I recommend  that  provision 
be  made  for  a turn-about  or  Cul-De-Sac  at  Canal  Terrace.  This  can  best  be 
accomplished  by  retaining  the  southern  42  feet  of  Canal  Terrace  as  measured  along 
the  westerly  property  line.  This  decision  has  been  reached  after  considering  1st, 
the  probable  limited  use  of  the  alley  and  2nd  the  excessive  cost  of  constructing 
an  alley  paralleling  Swanson  Blvd.  The  shape  and  size  of  this  retained  parcel  as  a 
cul-de-sac  meets  the  approval  of  the  Traffic  Engineer. 


Should  it  be  decided  to  remove  Swanson  Blvd.  from  a "no  access"  classification 
then  only  a distance  equal  to  the  width  of  the  alley  in  question  or  13.66  ft.  be 
retained  in  the  vacation  of  Canal  Terrace. 


In  view  of  the  present  undeveloped  condition  of  this  alley,  and  if  the 
Board  concurrs  in  the  cul-de-sac  method  of  creating  an  outlet  for  this  alley,  it 
seems  to  me  that  no  new  resolution  will  be  needed  but  rather  a rexnrite  of  Dec.  Res. 
No.  985  re-defining  the  southern  limit  of  the  vacation  of  Canal  Terrace  need  be  done
